For 
imparting post-commission training, Territorial 
Army officers of Air Defence Regiments (Territo- 
rial Army) and Infantry Battalions (Territorial 
Army) shall be attached to Air Defence Regiments 
and Infantry Battalions respectively of the regular 
Army.
